CLASS HISTORIES 


On June 1, 1946, Beard, Boone, Culp, Gossett, Grau, 
Harvey, Herrington, Johnson, McCasland, Michiels, 
Morrow, Rasco, Richardson, Squyres, and Williams 
were admitted to the Lubbock Memorial Hospital 
School of Nursing. 


We were all a little shaky at first, but soon were 
accustomed to our new surroundings. 


During our first three months, Beard, McCasland, 
and Michiels left us. 


On Feb. 18, 1947 the remaining 13 got capped in 
a ceremony at the First Methodist Church. That was 
one of the big events in our training. 


June 1947, we received our Junior stripes. We started 
special services, surgery, O. B., diet kitchen, and 
three months of Pedi. in Galveston. 


Johnson left in Sept. of 47 and Culp left the follow- 
ing April, leaving only 11 in our class. 


June, 1948 we received our senior stripes and class 
pins. We really felt our importance then. 


The following year held a lot in store for us. May 
19, the most important dance of all, our graduation 
dance. On May 22 was Baccalaureate and the 24th 
was graduation. Our last day of training was May 31st. 


We will always be grateful to the instructors and 
supervisors, who with their never tiring efforts, 
brought us through those wonderful three years. 


Seniors II 


Sept. 9, 1946, twelve more girls arrived to start a 
new and exciting life at L. M. H. Then on Sept. 12, 
two more arrived, making a grand total of 14. These 
being Anderson, Collins, Everitt, Holsomback, Knox, 
Maeker, Moon, Petty, Plunkett, Potts, Prichard, 
Sheppard, Willis, and White. 


At first it was hard to make acquaintances but on 
the 26th we had our first party, which really started 
things with a bang. 

As the months passed we began to understand better 
the Profession we had chosen. But amidst all the 
studies and work, we managed to have an anniversary 
party every month. 


Finally came the first big step in our training. One 
Jan. 22, 1947, we went on the floor for the first time 
for 6 hours. Gosh, it was a thrill! 


The next step in line for us was the Capping, June 
10, 1947. But by this time our class had dwindled 
to 12, these two leaving us to start on their MRS. 
degree. 


Sept. 9, 1947, one year of our three was finished and 
now one more of our 14 had gone, leaving only 11. 
We were Juniors which really seemed like an achieve- 
ment. But then duties in surgery, Obstetrics, dietetics, 
and other special services were about to begin. 


Fall again and we receiving our senior stripes and 
pins. Three more leaving, two to start homes, and one 
to transfer, left only 8 in our class. Four of us were 
sent to Galveston on Oct. 4 for Pedi. We returned 
on Jan. 2, and the other four left to stay six months. 


Spring with its brightness and gaiety arrived, with 
it coming the graduation dance on May 19, and on 
May 24, we reached the Climax of our three years— 
graduation! 


Perhaps we as Pre-clinicals brought in a little knowl- 
edge, but as Graduating Seniors, we are taking with 
us a greater knowledge in the practice and theory of 
Nursing, also in turning unpleasantries, discourage- 
ments, and criticisms into something worthwhile for 
our fellowman. But for all of this we wish to thank 
you. L. M. H., you’ve been grand!
